A 22-acre camp now up for sale 
would become a public park if 
Hayes Township officials are able 
to find support from the county 
and other townships and is able to 
obtain grants to purchase the 
property. 

Township supervisor Ethel 
Knepp and clerk Marlene Golovich 
appeared before the Charlevoix 
County Board of Commissioners 
at a Wednesday, Dec. 14 meeting to 
ask for the board’s support with 
the purchase of Camp Seagull, for 


many years a girl’s summer camp 
on the Lake Charlevoix side of the 
Boyne City-Charlevoix Road. 


The property is listed at $6.1 mil- 
lion. It was appraised at $4 million. 


Commission chairman Joel 
Evans asked what plans the town- 
ship has for the property. 

“Hayes Township is interested 
in it because it’s a beautiful piece 
of land and we would hate to see it 
go to condos,” Knepp said. “The 
township wouldn’t run it asa 
camp, but more of a park. 

Commissioners expressed their 
reluctance to assist Hayes Town- 


ship saying it would set a prece- 
dent and the commission would be 
asked to assist other townships. 
But Knepp told commissioners 
that is not the intention. 

“We don’t care if the township 
owns this park. We don’t care if 
the county owns it. It’s not just for 
Hayes Township. Even if the town- 
ship owns it, it would be open to 
the public,” she said.

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Death of East Jordan 
student accidental, 
examiner says

A 12-year-old boy who 
was a student at East Jor- 
dan Public Schools died at 
Charlevoix Area Hospital 
on Dec. 6. The death is 
being investigated by the 
Antrim County Sheriff’s 
Office. Based upon prelimi- 
nary information the find- 
ings by investigators show 
that the death was acciden- 
tal, and not a homicide or a 
suicide. 

Antrim County Sheriff, 
Daniel S. Bean, said his of- 
fice is attempting to find 
the source of Internet post- 
ings, including Facebook, 
that claim the student, 
Collin Homan, had been 
subjected to bullying. 
There is no information 
that he was bullied, the 
sheriff said, and the 
Charlevoix County Medical 
Examiner has determined 
the death to be accidental. 

“Often when there is an 
unexplained death of a stu- 
dent, it is often the first 
conclusion that the student 
committed suicide because 
of being bullied,” Sheriff 
Bean said in a prepared 
statement. 

“Tt is unfair to the mem- 
ory of this young student, 
his family, his friends and 
his community to pass 
along Internet postings 
which are not factually cor- 
rect, but based upon rumor 
and gossip,” he said.

lar conducted by MIT and 
published in Carnegie 
Mellon magazine, indi- 
cated through the use of 
Magnetic Resonance Imag- 
ing (MRI) that the pain 
centers of the brain are 
activated when you spend 
cash. Of course, it de- 
pends on the item in ques- 
tion and individual 
spending patterns as to ex- 
actly how much less is 
spent, but the average is 
between 12 and 18 percent. 

Want some more infor- 
mation? When McDon- 
ald’s first began accepting 
credit cards they con- 
ducted a focus group study 
in their restaurants on 
credit card users versus 
cash users. At that time, 
the difference was about 
42 percent, meaning that a 
person using cash bought 
42 percent less in a fast 
food setting than someone 
paying for their meal with 
a credit card. On other, 
more expensive items, the 
percentage generally 
drops. But these studies 
and others have proven 
that people spend more 
when using credit cards 
instead of cold, hard cash. 

See what I mean when I 
say you can’t beat the 
credit shark at his own 
game?

Camp Seagull was a topic of 
discussion at the Charlevoix 


county parks committee meet- 


ing on Monday, Dec. 19 in 
Boyne City. 

Hayes Township’s supervi- 
sor Ethel Knepp attended the 
meeting to continue a discus- 
sion from the Dec. 14 board of 
county commissioners’ meet- 
ing about the potential pur- 
chase of the camp. She said 
she hopes other townships 
and the county will get in- 
volved and the camp will be- 
come a public park. 

The camp operated for 
many years as a Summer 
camp for girls. It is up for sale, 
listed at $6.1 million, but ap- 
praised at $4 million. The 22- 
acre property is on Lake 
Charlevoix off of the Boyne 
City-Charlevoix Road in 
Hayes Township. 

A grant application would 
be sent to the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources Trust Fund. A Trust 
Fund grant could cover up to 
75 percent of the fair market 
value price. The state would 
require an appraisal from a 
state-approved appraiser. 

The reason Hayes Town- 
ship wants local government 
to purchase the property is to 
keep it out of the hands of de- 
velopers who may turn it into 
residences and to have a pub- 
lic park on the north side of 
the lake. Jim Rudolph is a res- 
ident of Hayes Township and 
supports the purchase of the 
land and using it for public 
enjoyment. 

“Tam absolutely certain 
that if we let this go, people 
will be spitting on our graves. 
More people are going to 
come up here and they aren’t 
making more waterfront,” 

Rudolph said. 

Supervisor Knepp agreed.

Art is survived by a 
cousin, Hildagard Weller and 
her son Uwe, who live in Ger- 
many. 

Art spent most of his youth in 
Cologne, attending school, 
spending time with family and 
friends. He especially enjoyed 
time with his grandfather, Jo- 
hanas Saworski, with whom he 
had a very special relationship. 
Near the end of World War II he 
was drafted into the German 
Army. He served in the Youth 
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Corp in anti-aircraft operations.

He at- 
tended the American 
International College in Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, and com- 
pleted his degree in business at 
Western Reserve in Cleveland, 
OH. In 1955, Art moved to De- 
troit and worked for the Ford 
Motor Company on the Edsel 
project. In 1957, he went to 
Chrysler Corporation, where he 
worked as an automotive engi- 
neer. During this time he pur- 
sued his interest in cooking, 
boating, Scuba diving, Republi- 
can politics and making visits 
to the Boyne area.

Growing 
up in the 1960’s, the best 
way I could keep track of 
Santa’s southward jour- 
ney on Christmas Eve, just 
to make sure my eyes were 
sound asleep as my ears 
attempted to keep tabs on 
“strange” noises in the 
house, was to tune in to 
my favorite radio station 
for regular “flight” reports 
on St. Nick’s progress. 

Today, excited children 
have a new and improved 
resource for monitoring 
Santa’s journey to their 
chimney or doorstep. 
Thanks to NORAD (North 
American Aerospace De- 
fense Command), children 
can take a peak at a spe- 
cial web site and follow 
the progress of Santa and 
his team of reindeer on 
Christmas Eve. It’s a fasci- 
nating adventure watch- 
ing the Jolly Old Man in 
the red suite make his way 
south from the North Pole 
in an airborne sled full of 
toys led by Rudolph and 
his eight reindeer pals. 

Now NORAD’s main job 
is to monitor the airspace 
and maritime area cover- 
ing the United States and 
Canada using some very 
powerful satellite and 
radar equipment called 
the North Warning Sys- 
tem. It’s a big and impor- 
tant job, and NORAD 
helps to keep us all safe on 
a 24/7 basis. But on one 
very special night each 
year, they also provide a 
peek at the journey of a 
very special, and ex- 
tremely busy person; 
Santa Clause. 

At first, the radar sys- 
tem lets NORAD know 
when Santa leaves the 
North Pole to begin his 
journey. Then, satellites 
detect the heat given off 
by Rudolph’s red nose. As 
every child knows...where 
Rudolph goes, Santa and 
the rest of the reindeer 
are certain to follow. 


NORAD takes an even 
closer look at Santa as he 
makes his journey by 
using ultra-cool high- 
speed digital cameras that 
have been located all 
around the world.

Will we or won’t we? As the 
Christmas holiday approaches in 
northern Michigan a question many 
are beginning to ponder is will the 
treetops indeed be glistening with 
snow on December 25th? With Irv- 
ing Berlin long gone, the National 
Weather Service office near Gaylord 
seemed like a logical alternative re- 
source to address the probability of 
just such a snow-covered Christmas 
this year. 

“If we take the glass half-full ap- 
proach,” cautiously relates Jim 
Keysor, a Meteorologist at the facil- 
ity, “we do expect some snow events 
in the area over the next several 
days. While it is not going to be ex- 
tremely cold, it will be just cold 
enough to produce some snow... 
though there will also be some melt- 
ing during the days. The good news 
is; with the shorter days, and gener- 
ally below freezing temperatures at 
night, some snow should remain on 
the ground and ski resorts will be 
able to run their snow machines dur- 
ing the nighttime hours.” 

Ah yes, the cover of snow on the 
beautiful downhill slopes that bring 
throngs of holiday visitors to the 
north during the Christmas and 
New Year weeks is a vital part of the 
northern Michigan winter economy, 
estimated to bring 30 percent or 
more of the season’s resort revenue. 
So snow isn’t just beautiful to be- 
hold, it’s also beautiful for business. 

“T would estimate the odds of a 
white Christmas in the Gaylord 
area, and the surrounding areas that 
typically receive lake-effect snow, to 
be in the 75 percent range,” Keysor 
states. “It’s a bit more questionable 
in those areas of the north that don’t 
usually experience lake-effect snow 
during the winter season.” 

While it may seem a Christmas 
without snow in northern Michigan 
is somewhat rare, Keysor points out 
that just five years ago, in 2006, the 
weather warmed just before the holi- 
day and a green (or more aptly - 
faded brown) Christmas day was the 
result. 

“Actually,” he observes, “there has 
been a bit of a quirk in the weather 
pattern in that during the last 30 
years or so, the Gaylord and sur- 
rounding area has experienced a

green Christmas in 12 year incre- 
ments; 1982, 1994, and in 2006.” 

Keysor notes that the “unusual” 
winter weather pattern we have 
been experiencing lately can be 
traced to a flood of warm air from 
the Pacific that has been marching 
across the country, blocking the cold 
air parked up in the Arctic. 

“The cold air is up there,” he 
states. “Close to the Arctic Circle 
temperatures are reaching as low as 
40 to 50 degrees below zero right 
now. The warm Pacific air pattern 
just won’t let it drop further south.” 

Well, not just yet anyway. 


“In past years, when we have a 
slow start to winter there are typi- 
cally periods in January and Febru- 
ary that produce some pretty 
extreme winter weather,” Keysor ex- 
plains. “So we are still looking 
ahead to an active winter, and icing 
events will probably be more com- 
mon than normal this year. On the 
up side, with colder weather taking 
some extra time getting here this 
year, the winter won’t be quite as 
long as we are used to.” 

That’s sounds encouraging in the 
long run, but for now, I’m still 
dreaming of a white Christmas.

- This was the third film to feature 
Bing Crosby singing “White Christ- 
mas”. The other two are “Holiday 
Inn and “Blue Skies.” The Vermont 
Inn set is also a remodeled version of 
the Connecticut Inn set from the Hol- 
iday Inn film. 

- Rosemary Clooney was not al- 
lowed to record her voice for the 
soundtrack album because it was 
being released by a record company 
(Decca) other than hers (Columbia). 
She was replaced on the soundtrack 
album by Peggy Lee. 

- When the General blows out the 
candles on his cake near the end of 
the movie, the ones on the far side of 
the cake blow out from another di- 
rection, almost before he blows out 
the ones nearest him. After General 
Waverly blows out the candles, at the 
very end of the movie the candles 
are lit again (I’ve had birthday cakes 
candles like that). 

- While Phil and Bob are lip-sync- 
ing the song “Sisters” there is a 
phrase at the end that Bob (Bing 
Crosby) goofs up and says, “Lord 
help the mister” instead of “Lord 
help the sister”. It’s obvious that 
Danny Kaye catches the mistake.

The grant to 
NMCAA will allow the 
agency to continue and 
expand this important 
program that not only 
helps low-income and 
senior citizens file their 
taxes, but helps them 
apply for Earned Income 
and other tax credits. 

“We are very pleased 
to be able to provide ad- 
ditional funding at this 
time,” says Therese 
Green, Chair of United 
Way’s Allocation Com- 
mittee. “During last 
spring’s Community In- 
vestment Allocation 
process, we set aside a 
small percentage of the 
available funds into an 
Emerging Needs Fund. 
This fund gives us flexi- 


bility to meet commu- 
nity needs that might 
arise in between our an- 
nual investment cycle.” 

“The Emerging Needs 
Fund was conceived to 
meet new heeds or to 
fund promising new so- 
lutions to existing needs. 
With the continued eco- 
nomic challenges our 
community faces, all of 
these projects will help 
families improve their fi- 
nancial stability,” contin- 
ued Green. 

The funds have been 
made available to all 
agencies immediately for 
use within the next three 
months.

Road conditions lead 
to two vehicle accident 
on Norwood Road 


A Charlevoix County Deputy re- 
sponded to a two vehicle personal 
injury crash on December 17, 
2011. The accident occurred on 
US-31 near Norwood Road at 9:46 
p.m. The Deputy was assisted by 
an off duty Pellston Firefighter 
and Michigan State Police. 

The driver, Bridget Peters age 
20 from Charlevoix, was traveling 
Northbound on US 31 when she 
states she lost control of her vehi- 
cle when it veered sharply to the 
left and crossed the center line. 
Peters’ vehicle was struck by a ve- 
hicle traveling Southbound on US 
31. Peters was wearing a seat belt 
at the time of the accident, her air 
bag did not deploy. 

Driver, Nicole Hutchins age 31 
of Central Lake, and passenger, 
Greg Bloom age 36 of Central 
Lake, were traveling Southbound 
on US 31 when Peters’ vehicle 
crossed in front of them. 
Hutchins’ vehicle struck Peters’ 
vehicle in the passenger side, 
causing damage to the front of 
her vehicle. Both Hutchins and 
Bloom were wearing seatbelts and 
the airbags did deploy. 

All persons involved declined 
EMS to dispatch stating no in- 
juries. Peters upon investigation 
complained of minor back pain. 
Peters was transported by her 
mother to Charlevoix Area Hospi- 
tal for evaluation; she was re- 
leased later that night. 

Road conditions were snowy 
with heavy snow falling at the 
time of the accident. Charlevoix 
County Road Commission was 
currently working to remove 
snow from US 381.
